THE TIWIN'PIELARS OF OUR SECULAR CIVILIZATION 


One of the major problems of our western civilization—and this is 
especially true in universities—is that of maintaining a proper balance 
between the teaching of the sciences and the teaching of the liberal arts. 
These areas of study may be termed twin guide-posts of our secular civil- 
ization. To express this view in completely understandable terms one 
might put one phase of the problem in question form. When the science 
of automation brings in a four-day week, how will man take proper ad- 
vantage of his remaining three days of leisure? 


The problem of higher education in the western democracies is differ- 
ent from that of Russian higher education. The former would aim to 
produce a liberally educated humanist in addition to a vocationally pre- 
pared professional. 


Students must subscribe to broader aspects of university than merely 
the vocational or the scientific. It is interesting to note that business 
today is seeking from among the university graduates, capable and culti- 
vated human beings, able to make judgments based on the emicny of 
many facts of history, literature, art and science. 


There are many people who believe that man must go beyond the twin 
pillars of humanism and natural science and include the spiritual aspect 
of religion. The values for which Christianity and humanism have stood 
must be a part of the truly educated man. 


An important step in the defense of civilization, and one in which 
universities, schools and churches are primarily interested is the strength- 
ening of the student’s moral fibre and also his intelligence. Such is the 
educated product of our western universities which our civilization of today 
demands.

What did University mean to you? I’m sure all of us asked ourselves 
that question before we decided to enter the institution—whether into the 
Faculty of Arts and Science or into Education. What did we think we’d 
get out of it? Did it mean merely another social outlet—an opportunity 
for fun, for fellowship, for clubs, for parties and what not? Yes, | suppose 
it did. But, deeper down, did it not mean the first step in preparing our- 
selves for our chosen future professions. | hope it did. 


Whether we admit it or not, we grew as a result of this year of uni- 
versity education. From what and to what we grew is the important thing! 
Let us examine first, the student who entered Arts and Science. He may 
have entered with the idea of having fun and only fun—but | doubt that. 
He likely entered with the ambition of becoming a lawyer, a social worker, 
a research chemist, a physiotherapist, a doctor, or even a teacher. Who 
knows? Who cares? The important idea to me is not that he came 
because he wanted to increase his prestige, his wage-earning power to 
satisfy any other egoistic desire, but that he came because he realized that, 
through furthering his education, he would better be able to serve his 
fellow man. 


Admittedly, men and women who possess university degrees have 
prestige, self-satisfaction, the respect and the admiration of others. They 
are important in the eyes of others. Why? They are important because 
they are serving others. Think of it now! Is university education merely 
a means of obtaining personal glory? If you think of it in that light, you 
have really not had a year of university education—you have merely had 
a year. 


Now, what about our student-teachers? Certainly, anyone who entered 
teacher-training with the idea of obtaining personal glory will have had 
these dreams shattered long ago. Listen to what Kinney in his Measure 
of a Good Teacher had to say: ‘The teacher must be a director of learning, 
a counsellor and guidance worker, a mediator of the culture, a member of 
the school community, a liaison between the school and the community, 
and a member of the profession.”’ That task sounds rather ominous, 
doesn't it? Yet, it is all summed up in the statement that any person should 
better himself for the betterment of others. 


How many times have we heard that the purpose of any education is 
to prepare one for his future life! That future life involves, more than 


anything else, dealing with our fellow men. University education, too, has 


a similar purpose. | don’t believe it was intended to make us better than 
or to set us apart from others. The college certainly isn’t an institution 
for the mass production of 1957 models of intellectual snobs! It shouldn't 


be. Weare now, not better, but better-equipped to help our fellow-citizens. 


A few minutes ago, | asked you, ‘’What did University education mean 
to you?’’ Now, what does it mean to you? Yes, | think we all did grow— 
not in size, stature, weight, girth or any other physical measurement. We 
grew mentally. Our minds enlarged, not in size, and, | doubt, in weight, 
but figuratively, in stature and girth. We can think more independently, 
form better and sounder opinions, enjoy learning. We've met the mysteries 
of psychology, and have consequently begun to psycho-analyze practically 
everyone we meet. The study of the atom’s complexities, the struggle 
through English courses, the twisting of levers on contometers, the working 
through three-hour wood shops, the fight to beat Edmonton in volleyball, 
basketball and badminton—all these and other problems like them have 
helped us grow. 


A silent and sincere thank-you note on the desk of every professor 
at the university would help to show how much we have appreciated their 
work in helping us to reach our goal. Many activities and elements, in- 
cluding our own drive and determination, have helped us to reach this point 
in the term. 


Everyone tells us, “Get as much education as you can. It’ll do you 
good.’’ Solomon said, ‘‘Get wisdom. Forsake her not, and she shall 
preserve thee: love her, and she shall keep thee. Wisdom is the principal 
thing; therefore get wisdom.” 


We have followed that wise advice this past year. While ‘getting 
wisdom’’, did you enjoy yourself? Some few might reply with Shaw in his 
classic comment, ‘‘Yes, that’s the only thing | did enjoy!" The majority, 
however, have caught university fever—a very contagious disease which 
spreads quickly in the ideal conditions of good spirit, friendliness, fun, and 
sport. We've found just those conditions here in Calgary. Our university 
here will form a beloved memory in all our hearts forever! 


So, we came to University. Let’s not forget why!
